PHARMACISTS'  RECREATIONS.

The  pharmacist  bears  the  reputation  in  this  colony  of  being  rather  an 
unsociable  member  of  the  human  family.  What  with  the  length  of 
time  of  his  daily  labour,  and  the  fact  that  he  is  expected  to  be  ready 
to  serve  his  customers  at  any  hour  of  the  night,  to  keep  open  at  least 
a  part  of  Sunday  and  all  holidays,  it  is  not  to  be  wondered  that  the 
pharmacist,  perhaps  even  more  than  the  medical  practitioner,  finds 
himself  shut  off  from  his  fellow  men  during  the  time  when  the  rest 
of  the  business  world  are  taking  their  ease  and  enjoying  their 
leisure. 

We  purpose,  however,  to  show  that  this  does  not  arise  from  any 
inability  of  the  pharmacist  to  enjoy  himself,  and  even  to  excel  in 
manly  sports.  The  long  hours  and  close  confinement  has  not  robbed 
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him  of  his  stamina,  not  so  broken  his  spirit  as  to  render  him  either 
inexpert  nor  callous  in  his  pleasures. 

Among  our  oarsmen  we  find  the  name  of  Mr.  Frank  Senior,  junr., 
who  for  some  years  was  one  of  the  vice-presidents  of  the  Mercantile 
flowing  Club,  besides  holding  a  very  handsome  trophy  won  from  the 
Club  during  the  year  1892.  Dr.  J.  F.  Elliott  is  a  prominent  member 
of  the  Royal  Yacht  Club  and  the  Dear- Commodore  of  the  Prince 
Alfred  Yacht  Club.  His  craft,  the  Magic ,  was,  in  her  day,  one  of  the 
crack  boats  of  the  port.  In  a  recent  trip  to  Jervis  Bay  Dr.  Elliott 
proved  himself  a  skilful  navigator.  Mr.  Gr.  C.  Elliott  was 
Commodore  of  the  Sydney  Amateur  Sailing  Club  for  several  years, 
and  was  one  of  the  vice-presidents  of  the  same  during  the  past  season. 
His  triumphs  as  skipper  of  the  19  ft.  sailing  boat  Pandora  are  matters 
of  history  in  the  aquatic  world  of  this  colony,  and  few  sailors  on  “  our 
beautiful  harbour  ”  can  show  such  a  display  of  trophies  as  fell  to  his 
lot.  The  graceful  yacht  Akaraum  is  one  of  the  prettiest  boats  afloat, 
and  the  figure  of  her  owner,  our  genial  friend  Mr.  J.  S.  Abraham,  is 
frequently  seen  at  the  tiller. 

Mr.  Fred.  Wright  owns  two  crack  canoes  of  the  port,  the  Naimccaa 
and  the  Pelican ,  besides  three  smaller  crafts.  This  gentleman  was 
Yice-Commodore  of  the  Port  Jackson  Sailing  Club  for  1892,  and 
Vice-President  for  1893  ;  Messrs.  Marshall  Bros,  have  always  been 
enthusiastic  sailors,  and  Messrs  C.  and  E.  Marshall  have  both  good 
records  as  cyclists.  Among  our  cycling  pharmacists  we  may  mention 
the  names  of  Mr.  W.  J.  Beard,  Mr.  E.  E.  Hunt,  Gfilhooley  Wright, 
F.  Moore,  F.  Senior,  Mr.  B.  Corfield  was  ex-champion  of  Queensland, 
and  Mr.  F.  E.  Sloper  is  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  enthusiastic 
tricycle  riders.  Mr.  Raynor  distinguished  himself  as  a  cyclist  in 
New  Zealand,  and  we  hope  some  day  to  see  our  friend  Mr.  C.  Butcher 
once  again  astride  a  “bike,”  we  fear  however  that  this  will  not  be 
until  he  gets  tired  of  the  rifle,  which  he  handles  with  such  precision 
as  to  have  established  for  himself  a  great  reputation  as  a  crack  shot* 
Nor  must  we  neglect  to  mention  that  Mr.  J.  Hamilton,  of  Regent- 
street,  is  death  on  pigeons,  and  has  carried  off  many  a  well-earned 
trophy.  Among  the  bird  fanciers  we  must  mention  Mr.  F.  M° 
Clements,  who  possesses  a  very  fine  aviary,  but  we  would  advise  a 
certain  suburban  chemist  not  to  be  so  proud  of  his  Aylesbury  ducks, 
as  it  sounds  so  bad  to  hear  them  call  out  “  quack  ”  as  he  prescribes 
for  a  customer  in  the  shop. 

Among  the  cricketers  we  may  mention  the  names  of  Messrs. 
Wells,  Hallam,  Beard,  Ayers,  Broth  wood,  Avery,  and  Towl.  The 
latter  gentleman  also  excelled  as  a  tennis  player.  The  fishermen  of 
the  craft  are  numerous,  and  Mr.  T.  B.  Melhuish  has  led  many  a 
successful  party  to  victory.  His  colleagues  are  among  the  most 
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genial  and  popular  of  the  profession.  Messrs.  Sadler,  Pye,  Butcher,. 
Broth  wood,  Avery,  Powell,  and  many  others  enjoy  a  well-earned 
reputation  as  fishermen. 

While  most  of  us  are  able  to  enjoy  a  day  at  the  races,  some  of 
us  take  a  keen  interest  in  the  performances  of  the  favourites  which 
appear  upon  the  Randwick  or  Rosehill  course,  and  not  a  few  make  it 
a  rule  to  see  that  great  event  “  The  Melbourne  Cup  ”  when  the  day 
comes  round.  “  Clements  Tonic  ”  has  been  entered  more  than  once 
for  this  event,  and  the  late  Mr.  N.  Pollard  was  the  owner  of  several 
smart  ponies.  Upon  racing  matters  the  judgment  of  such  men  as- 
Mr.  S.  Harris  or  Mr.  R.  T.  Bellamey  is  not  to  he  treated  with  disrespect, 
while  many  others  are  known  to  have  been  unusually  successful 
speculators,  although  we  cannot,  like  our  friend  Mr.  Sone,  of  Marrick- 
ville,  dream  the  winners  and  make  our  hundreds  out  of  our  dreams. 

Our  musical  brethren  are  best  represented  by  Messrs.  A.  J.  Watt 
and  Fred  Fowler,  the  former  was  a  chorister  for  many  years  at 
St.  Andrew’s  Cathedral,  and  the  latter  at  St.  Silas’,  Waterloo. 
Messrs*.  Towl,  Butcher  and  Brothwood  are  also  among  the  number 
who  have  cultivated  their  vocal  powers,  and  whose  singing  is  much 
admired  by  their  numerous  friends,  while  for  a  comic  song  Mr.  H. 
Sadler  is  unsurpassed.  Mr.  F.  E.  Sloper  is  an  accomplished  musician, 
and  at  his  musical  evenings  he  frequently  displays  his  talents  as  on 
the  ’cello.  In  his  younger  days  the  cornet  was  his  favourite  instru¬ 
ment. 

In  such  an  account  as  this  errors  must  necessarily  creep  in,  either 
from  defects  of  memory  or  want  of  knowledge.  As  we  glance  down 
our  list  we  find  that  the  skill  of  Mr.  Brothwood  as  a  marksman  has 
been  overlooked,  and  that  he  is  an  authority  upon  the  best  spots  for- 
seeking  game  in  New  South  Wales,  and  the  name  of  the  great 
Conningham,  of  Queensland,  omitted  from  our  cricketers.  Enough,, 
however,  has  been  said  to  show  that  the  physique  of  our  pharmacists 
is  not  below  that  of  any  other  profession,  and  if  anything  it  is  superior 
to  most  others.  The  pharmacist  certainly  knows  how  to  enjoy 
himself. 


TRADE  NOTES  ON  A  TRIP  ROUND  THE  WORLD, 


We  are  enabled  to  gather  a  few  curious  facts  from  Mr.  Grundherr,  the 
representative  of  the  well-known  firm  of  Messrs.  Whitall,  Tatum  &  Co.,  who 
arrived  here  last  week  from  New  Zealand  after  an  absence  of  a  little  over  two 
years.  Since  his  last  visit  to  our  shores  Mr.  Grundherr  has  made  a  trip 
round  the  world  in  the  interest  of  his  firm,  having  looked  up  the  business 
friends  of  Whitall,  Tatum  &  Co.  in  Europe,  India,  Mauritus,  Natal  and  the 
African  colonies  and  Republics  south  of  the  ZambesERiver.  He  tells  us  of 
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the  peculiar  way  the  natives  of  India  have  of  doing  business.  Most  of  the 
native  chemist  shops  in  Bombay  for  instance  are  located  in  one  street,  next 
door  to  each  other,  and  apparently  each  of  the  proprietors  knows  his  neigh¬ 
bour’s  or  competitor’s  way  of  doing  trade,  the  prices  he  charges,  the  customers 
he  deals  with,  &c.  As  a  rule  the  native  chemists  sit  on  the  floor  underneath 
the  entrance  of  their  shops  behind  an  old  fashioned  scale,  and  all  business 

is  translated  in  the  street.  The  volume  of  trade  done  by  some  of  the  native 

*/ 

chemists  is  enormous,  and  the  profits  they  are  satisfied  with  rule  a  long  way 
below  the  percentage  a  chemist  out  here  can  in  our  days  make  on  patents. 
Mr.  Grundherr  states  that  Howard’s  Quinine  is  sold  in  Calcutta  in  original 
vials  at  actual  landing  cost  price,  the  native  importer  being  satisfied  with  the 
few  annas  he  can  realise  on  the  empty  case  and  packing  material  as  his 
profit  on  the  transaction.  One  of  the  European  wholesalers  in  Calcutta 
never  thinks  of  importing  Quinine,  he  buys  original  vials  at  landing  cost 
price  and  saves  the  trouble  of  unpacking  them  into  the  bargain.  In  Natal, 
Mr.  Grundherr  was  laid  up  for  some  time  with  the  Mauritius  malarial  fever? 
one  of  the  most  trying  sort  of  fevers  ;  he,  however,  got  over  it,  and  we  are  glad 
to  say  looks  now  and  feels  as  well  as  ever,  especially  since  he  had  a  week’s 
holiday  at  the  New  Zealand  hot  springs  in  Rotorua. 

Business  was  alright  in  India  and  quite  satisfactory  in  South  Africa,  the 
Cape  Colony  especially  being  financially  very  solid  and  going  ahead  on  sound 
principles.  Trade  in  Australia  Mr.  Grundherr  reports  having  found  far  better 
than  he  could  expect  in  view  of  all  the  accounts  he  had  read  in  foreign  daily 
papers.  In  South  Australia  Mr.  Grundherr  met  difficulties  on  the  part  of 
the  Custom  House  authorities,  who  have  a  peculiar  clause  in  their  Trade 
Marks  Act  in  reference  to  the  importation  of  lettered  dispensing  bottles.  It 
appears  that  Messrs.  Whitall,  Tatum  &  Co.  stamp  “  W.  T.  &  Co., 
U.S.A.,”  on  the  bottom  of  each  bottle,  bearing  a  chemist’s  name  as  an  instri- 
cation  of  the  country  they  are  made  in  and  in  compliance  with  the  Trade 
Marks  Act.  This  lettering  on  the  bottom  is  quite  sufficient  according  to  the 
Trade  Marks  Act  in  Victoria,  New  South  Wales,  New  Zealand  and  Queens¬ 
land,  but  the  South  Australian  Act  is  framed  on  different  lines,  and  the 
collector  of  customs  there  insists  that  all  bottles  lettered  with  the  name  of  a 
South  Australian  merchant  or  chemist  must  be  marked  in  full  and  in  a  con¬ 
spicuous  place  adjacent  to  the  buyer’s  firm  and  address.  After  considerable 
trouble  and  inconvenience  Mr.  Grundherr  obtained  final  decision  in  the 
matter  from  H.M.  Customs,  authorities,  and  all  bottles  lettered  with  South 
Australian  chemists’  names  now  bear  “  glass  made  in  America  ”  on  the  side 
of  the  bottle  ;  the  word  “  glass  ”  is  added  in  order  to  prevent  patients  from 
acquiring  the  impression  that  the  mixture  was  made  in  America.  We  are 
glad  that  our  authorities  take  a  broader  view  in  the  matter,  and  do  not  insist 
on  this  ridiculous  requirement  as  South  Australian  Trade  Marks  Act, 
which  undoubtedly  interferes  greatly  with  the  looks  and  appearance  of  the 
bottle.  We  are  requested  to  state  Mr.  Grundherr  carries  a  full  line  of 
samples  of  his  firm’s  glassware  and  druggists  sundry  goods,  and  will  be  glad 
to  see  any  of  his  friends  at  No.  3  TattersalTs  Chambers,  corner  of  Hunter 
and  Castlereagh  Streets.

AUSTRALASIAN  ASSOCIATION  FOR  THE  ADVANCEMENT  OF  SCIENCE - SECTION  B. 

A  letter  was  read  by  the  President  from  Mr.  George  Watkins,  President 
of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  of  Queensland,  and  Secretary  of  the  Section,  which 
ran  as  follows  : — 

SECTION  B. - CHEMISTRY. 

To  R.  T.  Bellemey,  Esq.,  President  Pharmaceutical  Society, ’Sydney,  New 

South  Wales. 

Dear  Sir, — I  daresay  you  have  seen  the  small  editorial  in  the  Chemist 
and  Druggist  this  month  re  the  Association.  I  am  wishful  to  secure  a 
sufficiency  of  papers  in  pharmaceutical  chemistry  to  supply  work  for  one  day’s 
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sitting  of  the  Section.  I  think  it  is  quite  feasible  and  well  within  the  scope 
of  the  Association,  and  well  worth  the  consideration  of  pharmaceutical 
chemists.  Once  started,  the  thing  may  grow,  and  a  pharmaceutical  section 
established  complete  in  itself.  It  might  then  take  the  place  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  of  Great  Britain,  which  assembles  at  the  same 
time  and  place  annually  at  home  as  the  British  Association  for  Advancement 
of  Science  does.  It  is  not  an  integral  part  of  that  Association.  It  might  be 
better  if  it  were,  and  thus  get  official  recognition  among  scientific  bodies 
instead  of  the  quasi  recognition  we  now  have.  Could  you  obtain  for  me  one 
or  two  papers  from  competent  men,  or  could  you  supply  me  with  names  of 
such  to  whom  I  could  directly  apply  in  the  matter  ?  I  do  not  know  your  men, 
hence  my  difficulty  and  application  to  yourself.  If  you  think  it  worth  your 
while  you  might  mention  it  at  the  next  Society  meeting.  A  number  of 
chemists  may  be  induced  to  join  the  Association.  Probability  is  the  meeting 
following  that  in  Brisbane  will  be  held  in  Sydney.  By  joining  and  attending 
the  meetings  we  might  learn  to  know  each  better.  Yours  faithfully,

The  President  expressed  himself  to  the  effect  that  this  was  a  movement 
which  might  well  commend  itself  to  the  chemists  generally  throughout 
New  South  Wales,  and  he  would  be  very  glad  to  receive  the  names  of  any 
gentlemen  who  would  be  willing  to  contribute  papers,  or  who  desired  to' 
become  members  of  the  Association.  For  himself,  he  would  be  happy  to 
join,  and  although  he  could  not  promise  to  contribute  papers,  he  would  do  all 
he  could  to  forward  the  advancement  of  the  Section. 

Mr.  Brothwood  also  spoke  to  the  effect  that  this  was  an  object  which 
ought  to  have  the  support  of  chemists  in  the  colony,  and  although  he  thought 
Mr.  Watkins  had  taken  upon  himself  a  stupendous  task  in  attempting  to 
organise  a  gathering  of  pharmacists,  or  even  a  collection  of  papers,  he  had  his 
sincere  wishes  for  the  success  of  the  undertaking.  He  handed  in  his  name 
as  a  member,  and  would  do  all  in  his  power  to  further  the  movement. 

The  President  wished  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  fact 
that  several  members  of  the  trade  had  communicated  with  him  in  reference 
to  the  names  of  some  members  of  the  Council  appearing  as  agents  upon 
handbills  circulated  by  a  certain  vendor  of  quack  medicines,  and  one  who  had 
only  recently  been  convicted  and  fined  a  considerable  amount  for  selling 
concoctions  containing  poisons.  He  was  sure  the  gentlemen  concerned  had 
not  given  their  consent  to  such  a  proceeding,  and  hoped  that  they  would  take- 
steps  to  have  their  names  eliminated  from  such  bills.  He  deprecated  any 
support  being  given  to  such  people,  whom  to  support  was  against  the  best 
interests  of  the  trade. 

One  or  two  of  the  members  present  stated  their  names  were  used  without 
their  consent,  and  that  they  had  since  taken  steps  to  prevent  any  similar 
publication.

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A  Chemist  Imprisoned. 

Before  His  Honor  Judge  Coffey,  at  the  quarter  sessions  last  Friday, 
Thomas  Jones,  chemist,  of  45  Market-street,  appealed  against  a  police  court 
■conviction  of  fourteen  days’  imprisonment  under  the  Vagrancy  Act  for 
■exposing  certain  indecent  representations  of  the  male  and  female  organs  in 
ihis  shop  window.  Hr.  Paton,  the  Government  Medical  Officer,  gave 
evidence  that  the  articles  produced  were  calculated  to  represent  what  the 
Crown  alleged  they  did.  For  the  appellant  Mr.  Wallace  called  evidence  to 
show  that  they  were  sold  to  chemists  in  the  ordinary  course  of  trade  by 
Messrs.  Elliott  Brothers,  and  Julius  Levy  and  Company,  wholesale  firms, 
,and  contended  that  the  conviction  could  not  stand  unless  appellant  was 
-shown  to  have  exposed  them  wilfully  for  an  indecent  purpose. 

His  Honor  said  that  although  the  articles  taken  and  looked  at  by 
themselves  might  not  perhaps  at  once  convey  to  the  mind  an  indecent 
representation,  yet  their  being  placed  in  certain  positions  might  do  so,  and 
from  the  positions  in  which  they  were  placed  in  the  window  with  a  ticket  over 
one  of  them  bearing  the  words  “Just  the  thing  I  want,”  there  was  no  getting 
.away  from  the  conclusion  that  they  were  indecent  representations.  Even  if 
they  were  for  bona  fide  use,  they  were  articles  it  was  not  necessary  to  expose 
in  shop  windows  simply  to  gratify  the  prurient  thoughts  of  passers  by  and 
induce  them  to  buy  them.  He  therefore  confirmed  the  conviction  with 
£5  5s.  costs.  Mr.  Wallace  asked  for  a  reduction  of  the  penalty,  but  his 
Honor  would  not  hear  of  it,  and  Jones  was  taken  into  custody. 


CHEMISTS’  PRICE  MARKS. 

While  many  chemists  use  a  price  code^in  their  businesses  of  their  own 
devising,  there  are  some  which  are  used  very  generally,  others  which  are 
confined  to  certain  districts,  and  others  which  are  curious. 

The  most  popular  combination  of  the  nine  numerals  wherewith  to 
represent  in  a  private  way  certain  details  of  cost  and  sale  price  and  the  like 
on  articles  of  stock,  is  “  chemist  drug.”  It  has  been  adopted  by  several  of 
the  semi-official  codes  of  prices,  which  have  been  issued  at  various  centres  from 
time  to  time.  In  some  places  “  chemistry  ”  does  duty.  Other  price  marks, 
more  or  less  pharmaceutically  appropriate,  are  “  mel  boracis,”  which  is  largely 
used,  “  glycerinum,”  “  hydrogenum,”  “  nux  myristica,”  “  ung.  storaci,” 
“  vinum  aloes,”  &c.  “  Galenicorum  ” — a  favourite  in  some  places — is  perhaps 

calculated  to  keep  green  the  memory  of  the  father  of  pharmacy.  Karnes  of 
places  are  used  in  great  variety,  among  the  commonest  being  “  Cumberland,” 
“  Cambridge,”  “  Coldstream,”  “  Eastbourne,”  “  Leith  Docks.” 

Sound  business  principles  are  sometimes  incorporated  with  the  price 
mark,  presumably  with  the  object  of  keeping  them  thus  constantly  in  view  of 
those  who  use  them.  Among  those  I  have  heard  of  are  “  go  it,  my  lads,” 
“  by  art  we  live,”  “  work  and  live,”  “  be  just,  0  man,”  “  fair  custom,”  “  we 
must  gild,”  “  watch  rogues,”  “  precaution,”  “gain  we  must,”  “  mind  the  fox,” 
“  come  and  buy,”  “  you  and  them,”  and  so  on  ;  while  “  let  us  pray,”  “  God 
be  with  us,”  and  the  like,  must  have  been  originated  by  some  chemist  of  an 
alarmingly  pious  turn  of  mind. — British  and  Colonial  Druggist. 
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Russia  has  adopted  the  metric  system.

Mr.  Von  Grundherr,  the  genial  traveller  for  Messrs.  Whitalb 
Tatum  &  Co.,  arrived  in  Sydney  last  week,  and  is  now  anxious  to  do  lines  of 
rubber  goods,  bottles  and  druggists’  sundries  with  his  numerous  patrons  in 
this  city. 
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Mr.  Julius  Levy,  Charlotte  Place,  has  just  landed  an  assortment  of 
enamelled  iron  goods  for  use  in  the  sick  room,  comprising  bed  pans,  invalids’ 
feeding  cups,  urinals,  spittoons,  and  douches  with  water  guage  and  thermo¬ 
meter. 

James  Lamsey,  a  Chinese  “  doctor,”  of  Bendigo,  Victoria,  made 
an  application  for  a  mandamus  before  Mr.  Justice  Hodges  on  Wednesday, 
June  20th,  to  compel  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  Victoria  to  register  him  as  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist.  The  application  was  refused. 

Mr.  Frederick  Tooth,  formerly  of  Sydney,  who  died  in  London  on 
December  20th  last,  has  bequeathed  £500  to  the  Sydney  Hospital,  £250  to 
the  Sydney  Hospital  for  sick  children,  £250  to  the  New  South  Wales 
Institution  for  the  deaf,  dumb  and  blind,  the  Children’s  Refuge  £200,  and 
Blind  Asylum  £100. 

Mr.  Jenkin,  of  Summer  Hill,  is  taking  a  trip  up  the  country 
on  shooting  bent — it  is  astonishing  what  a  number  of  pharmacists  are 
developing  a  taste  for  this  kind  of  sport  ;  for  ourselves  we  know  of  nothing 
more  exhalarating  than  tramping  over  the  hills  about  Tarana  or  Lake  George 
with  a  gun  over  the  shoulder,  or  down  on  the  Riverina  breathing  the  pure  air 
of  the  plains  after  ducks. 

The  Manufacturing  Chemist”  is  the  title  of  a  new  journal 
publishe  1  at  Battersea,  London.  As  its  name  implies,  it  is  devoted  to  the 
interests  of  the  manufacturing  branch  of  the  trade.  The  get-up  is  exceedingly 
good,  the  print  plain,  and  the  reading  such  as  would  commend  itself  to  whole¬ 
sale  dealers  and  those  intimately  connected  with  the  producer.  To  the 
retailer  it  would  hardly  be  so  attractive,  but  might  be  useful  as  a  reference. 

What  is  Carrying  on  Business  of  Chemist  and 
Druggist? — In  view  of  our  Pharmacy  Bill  being  passed  some  day  we 
print  in  extenso  evidence  given  at  the  proceedings  taken  by  the  Pharmacy 
Board  of  Victoria  against  a  person  for  carrying  on  business  of  chemist  and 
druggist,  he  not  being  registered,  which  shows  how  these  things  are  threshed 
out  in  the  sister  colony,  and  from  which  we  who  are  endeavouring  to  get  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  through  would  do  well  to  profit  and  make  pro  vision  for. 

Poisoning  by  Strychnine.— A  case  of  poisoning  comes  from 
Goulbourn,  where  it  appears  a  man  name  Harris,  residing  with  Mr.  Rc 
Myers,  was  taken  ill  on  Thursday,  June  14th.  The  cause  of  his  illness 
being  traced  to  some  scones  which  were  found  to  contain  traces  of  strychnine. 
Harris  recovered.  It  was  suggested  that  some  strychnine  laid  to  poison  a 
dog,  had  in  some  way  got  into  the  material  from  which  the  scones  were 
made.  Mrs.  Harris,  and  also  her  infant  were  affected,  but  not  so  seriously 
as  Harris. 

The  Chemists9  Assistants  have  been  badly  treated  by  the 
Government  refusing  to  grant  the  use  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  rooms  to 
their  Association,  which  was  reported  to  the  Board jat  the  last  meeting.  We 
have  pointed  out  before  that  the  least  the  authorities  might  do  would  be  to 
facilitate  the  acquirement  of  knowledge  by  those  whom  they  have  to  a 
certain  extent  taken  under  their  wing.  Having  established  examinations 
which  cost  the  students  a  large  amount  of  time,  trouble  and  money,  they 
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•  ought  to  provide  rooms  in  which  to  hold  meetings  of  a  scientific  nature.  We 
hope  the  Government  will  not  be  so  hard  hearted  as  to  refuse  a  second  request 
iif  the  object  of  these  meetings  is  fully  explained.  It  appears  this  was  not 
■  done  at  the  former  application.

Maintenance  Case. — During  the  hearing  of  a  case  for  mainten¬ 
ance  at  the  Central  Police  Court  on  June  13th,  an  extraordinary  piece  of 
evidence  was  given.  The  defending  lawyer  declared  that  times  were  so  bad 
that  his  client  was  glad  to  get  work  for  his  “tucker”  and  a  small  consider¬ 
ation.  In  proof  of  this  fact  he  placed  defendant’s  employer  (Mrs.  Cox)  in 
the  witness  box  and  she  swore  that  she  was  in  receipt  of  numerous  applications 
Tor  the  position  of  dispenser.  Most  of  the  applicants  offered  to  do  the  work 
for  their  board  and  lodgings — others  for  5s.  in  addition  to  the  recognised  food 
and  shelter.  Mr.  Delohery,  S.M.,  who  tried  the  case,  thought  that  times 
must  be  remarkably  hard  at  present  in  the  pharmacy  line  when  chemists  were 
offering  their  skilled  services  for  the- sake  of  food  and  shelter.  Things  must 
be  hard  ! 

Mr.  J.  Hewitt  Pye,  of  the  well-known  Ashfield  Pharmacy,  had  a 
disagreeable  experience  on  May  26th,  and  one  which  might  have  ended  very 
seriously  for  his  apprentice.  It  appears  this  gentleman  had  occasion  to  go 
i-nto  a  cellar  which  is  approached  by  steps  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  some 
Bisulphide  of  Carbon  which  was  kept  in  a  two-pint  stoppered  bottle.  By  some 
means  or  other  the  lighted  candle  which  he  was  holding  was  brought  into 
too  close  proximity  to  the  bottle,  with  the  result  that  a  severe  explosion 
occurred,  and  he  was  nearly  overpowered  by  the  very  poisonous  fumes  of  the 
Sulphur  Dioxide  and  Carbonic  Dioxide  thus  generated.  But  fortunately 
the  light  from  the  explosion  was  observed  by  his  fellow  assistant,  who  rushed 
to  his  help,  and  had  the  presence  of  mind  to  throw  water  over  the  spot,  thus 
neutralizing  to  a  certain  extent  the  volume  of  the  Sulphur  Dioxide  fumes,  or 
the  results  might  hare  been  fatal.  They  managed  to  drag  themselves 
to  the  upper  air,  and  thus  escaped  with  their  lives.  The  suffocating 
atmosphere  extended  to  the  shop  above,  driving  everyone  into  the  open 
air.  This  incident  should  be  a  caution  to  those  who  are  in  the  habit  of 
manipulating  Carbon  Bisulphide,  especially  at  night,  as  the  vapour  is  one  of 
the  most  inflammable. 

“  The  Hermetical  and  Alchemical  Writings  of  Para- 
celcus.”  They  are  to  be  published  in  two  volumes  by  Messrs.  James 
Elliott  and  Company,  of  London,  for  issue  only  to  subscribers,  and  will  con¬ 
tain  the  whole  of  the  writings  attributed  to  Paracelcus,  treating  of  the  “  Elixir 
of  Life  ”  and  the  “  Philosopher’s  Stone.”  The  question,  indeed,  has  never 
been  settled  as  to  the  exact  order  of  celebrities  to  which  Paracelcus  belongs. 
Was  he  a  great  physician  and  philosopher,  or  simply  an  imposter  ?  At  all 
events,  as  a  practitioner  of  the  healing  art  he  acquired  an  immense  reputation 
in  his  time,  and  was  certainly  revolutionary  enough  in  his  methods.  The  use 
of  minerals  in  the  compounding  of  medicines  was  greatly  encouraged  by  his 
example.  He  may  perhaps  have  been  a  chemist  of  uncommon  attainments, 
and  have  had  more  than  ordinary  skill  in  the  knowledge  and  treatment  of 
disease,  while  his  notions  about  the  discovery  of  a  universal  medicine,  and 
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respecting  the  transmutation  of  metals,  may  have  been  honest  delusions — 
delusions  which  were  generally  shared  by  his  contemporaries.  However  this 
may  be,  at  any  rate,  he  resorted  to  a  great  many  of  the  devices  which  have 
been  the  badge  of  all  the  tribes  of  quacks  since  the  world  began — 'mysterious 
assumptions  of  wisdom  and  pretentions  to  special  art  in  unlocking  the 
profoundest  secrets  of  nature.  But  the  writings  of  Paracelcus,  whatever  else 
they  may  lack  at  this  time  of  day,  must  be  interesting  and  illustrative  of  the 
strange  and  fanciful  speculations  which  at  one  time  were  so  widely  accepted, 
even  by  the  most  accredited  of  sages  and  teachers.

CLASSES  FOR  PUBLIC  ANALYSTS. 

Some  months  ago  the  Public  Health  Department  addressed  a  communi¬ 
cation  to  the  Council  on  the  subject  of  establishing  a  class  for  persons 
desirous  of  qualifying  for  the  position  of  analysts  under  the  Health  Act,  and 
the  Council,  after  considering  the  matter,  decided  on  organising  such  a  class. 
A  syllabus  of  the  subjects  to  be  taught,  which  were  based  on  the  lines  of 
similar  classes  at  King’s  College,  London,  was  prepared  and  submitted  to 
the  Health  Department,  who  approved  of  it  and  referred  it  back  to  the 
Council,  and  it  was  resolved  that  the  class  should  be  at  once  organised. 

THE  BENEVOLENT  FUND. 

An  application  was  received  for  assistance  from  the  Benevolent  Fund, 
but  inasmuch  as  the  applicant  was  not  a  member,  and  has  not  in  any  way 
contributed  to  the  funds,  it  was  resolved  that  the  application  could  not  be 
entertained. 

AMENDED  ARTICLES  OF  ASSOCIATION. 

The  solicitor  to  the  Society  advised  that  the  passing  of  the  amended 
articles  of  Association,  at  the  adjourned  meeting  on  the  8th  May,  was  not  in 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Companies  Act,  and  it  was  resolved 
that  a  special  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society  be  called  for  Tuesday, 
3rd  July,  at  11  a.m.,  to  deal  with  the  matter. 
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EXTRA  CLASSES  AT  THE  COLLEGE  OF  PHARMACY. 

An  application  from  Mr.  F.  S.  Earp,  for  accommodation  for  a  class  on 
elementary  chemistry  for  students  connected  with  the  Otis  Engineering 
Company,  was  received  and  considered,  and  it  was  resolved  that  provision 
should  be  made  to  accommodate  the  class  on  the  terms  submitted. 

A  similar  application  was  received  from  Mr.  Wm.  Brown,  late 
•superintendent  of  the  Dookie  Agricultural  College,  for  the  use  of  the 
lecture-room  to  deliver  agricultural  lectures,  but  as  it  was  considered  that 
these  were  not  within  the  scope  of  the  College,  the  Council  were  unable  to 
comply  with  the  request. 

BUILDING  AND  REPAIRS. 

The  Secretary  brought  under  notice  the  urgent  necessity  for  increased 
accommodation,  and  mentioned  that  at  the  present  86  students  were 
attending  the  classes  at  the  College,  and  the  existing  building  was 
inadequate  to  the  requirements  ;  and  that,  in  view  of  funds  being  available? 
additional  buildings  might  be  erected  in  accordance  with  the  plans  which’ 
had  been  prepared  when  the  matter  was  under  consideration  some  time  since. 

It  was  resolved  to  refer  the  matter  to  a  committee  to  report  to  the  next 
meeting. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

A  lengthy  communication  was  'read  from  Mr.  R.  B.  Bridge,  of 
Mornington,  urging  on  the  Council  to  co-operate  with  the  Pharmacy  Board 
in  bringing  forward  an  Amended  Act  which  would  restrain  all  unqualified 
persons  from  dispensing  or  selling  medicines.  The  letter  was  received,  and 
a  reply  was  directed  to  be  sent  to  Mr.  Bridge  that  the  Council  were  quite 
alive  to  the  necessity  of  the  amendments  suggested  by  him,  but  for  the 
present  it  was  not  thought  judicious  to  attempt  any  amendment  to  the  Act. 

Letters  were  also  received  and  dealt  with  from  Messrs.  J.  H.  Young, 
J.  B.  Hickson,  C.  Flack,  and  A.  C.  Worthington. 

Financial  business  brought  the  meeting  to  a  close. 


Legal  and  Magisterial. 

What  is  carrying  on  business  ?  Decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court. — On  the  29th  April,  at  the  Ballarat  Police  Court,  Mr. 
H.  W.  Shillinglaw,  secretary  of  the  Pharmacy  Board,  proceeded  under  section 
.97  of  the  Medical  Act  1  890,  against  Mr.  G.  Buxton  Hewer,  for  carrying  on 
business  as  a  chemist  and  druggist,  he  not  being  registered.  The  Bench 
held  the  case  proved,  and  fined  defendant  20s.,  and  £5  17s.  6d.  costs. 
Notice  of  intention  to  appeal  was  given,  and  a  stay  of  14  days  was  granted. 
On  [the  23rd  May,  in  the  Supreme  Court,  Mr.  Justice  Hood  dealt  with  the 
order  to  review.  Mr.  Isaacs  appeared  to  move  the  rule  absolute,  and  Mr. 
Bryant  for  the  Pharmacy  Board,  to  show  cause. 

Mr.  Bryant,  in  opening  his  case,  said  that  under  section  97  of  the 
Medical  Act  1890,  any  person  not  duly  registered  who  carried  on  business  as 
a  chemist  and  druggist  was  liable.  Sections  72  and  88  were  for  the  purposes 
•of  registration.  Section  72  read  as  follows  : — “  Chemists  *and  druggists 
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within  the  meaning  of  this  part  of  this  Act  shall  consist  of  all  persons,  who 
at  any  time  before  the  passing  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  1876,  have  carried  on 
the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  in  the  keeping  of  open  shop  for  the 
compounding  of  the  prescriptions  of  duly  qualified  medical  practitioners,  and 
of  all  persons  duly  registered  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  1876,  and  also  of  all 
such  persons  as  may  be  duly  registered  under  this  part  (Part  III.)  of  this 
Act.”  Section  88  set  out  that  no  person  shall  receive  from  the  Board  a 
certificate  that  he  is  duly  qualified  for  registration  as  a  registered  pharma¬ 
ceutical  chemist  unless  he  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  ;  shall 
for  not  less  than  two  months  have  carried  on  the  business  of  a  chemist  and 
druggist  or  homoeopathic  chemist  in  the  keeping  of  an  open  shop  for  the 
compounding  and  dispensing  of  the  prescriptions  of  legally  qualified  medical 
practitioners  ;  or  unless  he  shall  for  not  less  than  three  months  have  been 
employed  as  a  dispensing  assistant  in  such  open  shop  ;  or  unless  he  holds  a 
certificate  or  diploma  of  competency  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  as  a 
chemist  and  druggist  or  homoeopathic  chemist  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  or  any  College  or  Board  of  Pharmacy  recognised  by 
the  Board.  Then  came  section  97  : — “  Any  person  not  being  a  registered 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  who  carries  on  or  attempts  to  carry  on  business  as  a 
chemist  and  druggist  or  homoeopathic  chemist  or  either  ;  or  any  persons  not 
being  a  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist  who  takes,  uses,  or  exhibits  the 
name  or  title  of,  or  who  pretends  to  be  a  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist 
and  druggist,  chemist,  druggist,  pharmacist,  pharmaceutist,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  homoeopatic  chemist,  dispensing  chemist,  or  dispensing  druggist,  or 
who  takes  or  uses  any  title  or  term  or  sign  or  symbol  which  may  be  con¬ 
strued  to  mean  that  he  is  qualified  to  perform  the  duties  of  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist  shall,  on  conviction,  be  liable,”  etc.  For  the  defence  it  was  said  that 
defendant  was  not  liable  unless  he  was  carrying  on  the  business  of  selling 
drugs  in  an  open  shop,  or  compounding  medicines  ;  but  that  would  defeat 
the  whole  object  of  the  Act,  which  distinctly  set  out  that  no  man  should 
carry  on  such  business  unless  he  was  duly  registered.  Even  if  a  man  is 
qualified  to  sell  drugs  or  compound  prescriptions,  the  Act  says  he  shall  not 
carry  on  business  for  himself  nor  compound  for  other  people  unless  he  is 
duly  registered. 

Justice  Hood — How  do  you  get  over  section  72  ? 

Mr.  Bryant — This  does  not  affect  the  point  at  all.  The  Act  covers  all 
people  who  carry  on  business  as  we  say  Hewer  has  done. 

Justice  Hood — -It  does  not  say  so.  The  Act  says  these  shall  be  chemists 
and  druggists. 

Mr.  Bryant — No  person  can  be  a  chemist  and  druggist  unless  under  the 
provisions  of  the  sections  I  have  quoted. 

Justice  Hood — No  doubt  it  means  that,  but  it  does  not  say  so. 

Mr  Bryant — tk  Any  person  not  being  registered  who  carries  on  business.” 
That  is  the  gist  of  the  whole  thing. 

Justice  Hood — I  think  the  legislature  meant  the  definition  to  apply  to 
registration  without  examination,  but  the  words  of  the  section  are  distinct  :: 
“  Chemists  and  druggists  within  the  meaning  of  this  part  of  this  Act.” 
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Mr.  Bryant — Not  unless  he  had  complied  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Act.  I  would  refer  your  Honor  to  Act  558,  section  11,  taken  from  Victoria 
31-32,  chapter  121,  and  which  reads  : — “  The  Board  shall  from  time  to  time 
cause  the  names  of  all  persons  certified  by  the  Board  as  duly  qualified  for 
registration  as  registered  pharmaceutical  chemists  to  be  registered.”  The 
Pharmacy  Board  shows  from  time  to  time  a  record  of  the  names  of  those 
qualified  to  register.  No  person  can  be  registered  who  is  not  qualified. 
Hewer’s  name  does  not  appear  on  this  record.  Victoria  31-32,  chapter  121, 
sets  out  that  from  and  after  the  31st  December,  1868,  any  person  who  should 
sell  or  keep  open  shop  or  take  the  name  of  chemist  and  druggist,  not  being 
qualified,  should  be  liable  to  punishment.  It  was  also  set  out  that  the 
qualification  for  a  chemist  and  druggist  before  that  Act  should  be  a  person 
who  had  carried  on  business  in  Great  Britain,  or  who  had  kept  an  open  shop 
as  chemist  and  druggist  or  assistant.” 

Justice  Hood — Section  97  leaves  out  the  whole  of  the  clause  “  in  the 
keeping  of  open  shop  for  the  compounding  of  the  prescriptions  of  duly 
qualified  medical  practitioners.” 

Mr.  Bryant — Under  the  Apothecaries  Act - 

Justice  Hood — The  Apothecaries  Act  has  a  very  different  meaning. 
An  apothecary  and  a  chemist  is  a  very  different  person. 

Mr.  Bryant — He  is  a  chemist' if  he  makes  up  his  own  medicine. 

Mr.  Isaacs — Not  if  he  merely  dispenses. 

Mr.  Bryant — Under  this  Act  section  20  a  person  who  advised  others 
but  was  not  able  to  make  up  his  own  medicines  was  liable.  In  Barnewell 
and  Adolphus  Reports,  in  the  case  of  the  Apothecaries’  Co.  v.  Allen, 
defendant  kept  no  open  shop,  but  lived  in  lodgings.  He  advised  as  to  the 
necessary  medicines  compounded,  and  delivered  his  own  medicines,  but  was 
unable  to  dispense  the  prescriptions  of  medical  men  ;  this  is  just  what  we 
contend  Hewer  did  ;  it  makes  no  difference  whether  he  prescribed  medicines 
not  being  duly  qualified.  Another  case  is  quoted  in  34  Law  Times ,  page 
76,  in  which  the  Apothecaries’  Co.,  of  London,  were  the  plaintiffs  ;  a  chemist 
in  his  shop  suggested  certain  medicines,  made  them  up  and  sold  them  ;  it 
was  held  that  he  was  acting  as  an  apothecary.  He  stated,  in  his  evidence, 
that  if  a  child  came  to  him  suffering  from  diarrhoea,  he  would  give  it  the 
necessary  medicine  ;  if  he  considered  it  serious  he  would  send  it  to  a  doctor. 

Justice  Hood — He  is  a  chemist,  but  is  acting  as  an  apothecary  by 
prescribing. 

Mr.  Bryant — There  is  no  distinction  now. 

Justice  Hood — But  there  was  when  this  Act  was  in  force.  You  might 
catch  him  under  that  Act. 

Mr.  Isaacs  here  put  in  the  case  of  the  Apothecaries’  Co.  v.  Lotinga,  2 
Moody  and  Robinson,  page  495,  showing  that  a  chemist  was  one  who  sold 
medicine  asked  for.  while  an  apothecary  only  selected  the  medicines  that 
•should  be  given. 

Mr.  Bryant — -It  is  a  nice  distinction — a  case  of  tweedledum  and 
tweedledee.  Practising  as  an  apothecary  is  mixing  up  and  preparing 
medicines  prescribed  by  a  medical  practitioner,  or  by  himself.  I  would  refer 
to  the  case  of  Woodward  and  Ball,  reported  in  6  Carrington.  The  mere 
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curing  of  a  wound  or  helping  a  friend  would  not  be  a  case,  but  if  he  dispenses 
medicine  on  his  own  prescription  he  is  liable.  It  can’t  be  said  that  a  man  is 
not  guilty  of  an  offence  under  the  Act  if  he  prescribes  for  anyone. 

Justice  Hood — If  he  were  caught  in  an  open  shop  he  would  be  guilty. 

Mr.  Bryant — What  do  you  call  an  open  shop  ? 

Justice  Hood— A  shop  with  open  doors — a  place  where  there  are  goods 
and  chattels  for  sale. 

Mr.  Isaacs — Where  you  may  go  without  trespassing. 

Mr.  Bryant — That  may  have  been  before  the  Act  of  1876.  Section  72 
means  that  no  person  is  a  chemist  and  druggist  unless  he  comes  within  the 
meaning  of  that  section.  But  if  he  were  not  one  of  these  persons,  but ' 
carried  on  or  attempted  to  carry  on  the  business  of  a  person  who  could  carry 
it  on  if  he  were  registered,  then  he  was  liable.  But  it  surely  cannot  be  said 
that  a  chemist  could  not  carry  on  just  as  Hewer  was  doing.  It  seems  to  me 
that  an  offence  is  committed  in  a  case  like  this  where  a  man’s  address  is 
advertised. 

Justice  Hood — I  do  not  want  to  put  a  limit  on  section  97  if  I  can  see 
my  way  out  of  it.  If  a  man  sells  medicine  in  his  private  house,  can  you  call 
it  carrying  on  business,  or  if  he  sold  it  wholesale  ? 

Mr.  Bryant — Certainly,  if  he  sold  it. 

Justice  Hood — Do  you  say  wholesale  chemists  should  be  registered  ? 

Mr.  Bryant — There  is  an  exemption  in  their  case.  It  would  be  a 
question  of  fact.  Our  contention  is  that  no  person  is  a  chemist  and  druggist 
unless  he  is  registered. 

Justice  Hood — That  is  the  whole  question — Who  is  entitled  ? 

Mr.  Bryant — That  is  what  I  am  showing — if  I  do  an  act  which  a 
person  is  duly  authorised  to  do.  Hewer  did  this,  and,  not  being  registered 
under  Section  97,  is  liable.  Unless  this  construction  is  given  to  the  Act  in 
ninety-nine  cases  out  of  a  hundred  the  Act  will  be  useless.  We  should  have 
to  show  that  a  man  was  doing  everything  that  a  person  could  do  before  the 
Act  of  1876. 

Justice  Hood — Under  your  contention  would  a  chemist  be  entitled  to 
prescribe  without  dispensing  medicine  and  charge  a  guinea  ? 

Mr.  Bryant — I  think  he  would  be  entitled  to  do  it. 

Justice  Hood — He  would  be  practising  as  a  doctor. 

Mr.  Isaacs — He  sells  the  medicine  and  gives  the  advice. 

Mr.  Bryant  quoted  Section  97,  Sub-section  III.,  as  follows  : — “  Every 
registered  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  person  in  the  employ  of  such  chemist 
who  prescribes  or  practises  medicine  or  surgery  except  in  accordance  with 
any  rights  and  privileges  hitherto  enjoyed  by  chemists  and  druggists  in  their 
open  shops  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty.” 

Justice  Hood — Just  &o.  He  is  not  allowed  to  do  this  out  of  his  shop. 
Sub-section  HI.  seems  to  tie  him  down  to  his  shop. 

Mr.  Bryant — It  is  a  limitation  that  you  are  not  to  practise  as  a  doctor, 
but  the  limitation  should  not  be  made  a  really  hard  and  fast  one. 

Justice  Hood — What  do  the  letters  M.B.  after  defendant’s  name  mean? 

Mr.  Isaacs — Mv  client  calls  himself  a  medical  botanist. 
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Justice  Hood — But  it  might  read  to  mean  Bachelor  of  Medicine  ;  in 
Sydney  in  one  case  “  M.H.”  stood  for  “  money  down.”  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Isaacs — My  client  was  not  styling  himself  “  M.B.”  at  the  time  ; 
the  card  shown  your  Honor  was  stolen  from  the  address  given,  but  he  is  now 
at  a  different  address — 329  Sturt-street,  is  where  he  is  now.  It  is  not  the 
same  place. 

Mr.  Bryant — Gerlach  got  that  card  in  the  place  where  Hewer  was 
carrying  on  business.  Mr.  Shillinglaw,  as  registrar,  is  simply  carrying  out 
the  Act  within  which  we  contend  this  man  comes.  I  submit  that  costs 
should  not  be  given  against  the  Pharmacy  Board. 

Justice  Hood  then  delivered  the  following  judgment  : — This  man 
carries  on  a  business  or  occupation  which  I  should  be  glad  to  help  stop  if  I 
could  see  my  way  to  do  it.  The  Pharmacy  Board  in  undertaking  these  cases 
is  doing  an  important  public  duty,  especially  in  the  present  case,  in  view  of 
the  misleading  nature  of  the  defendant’s  card.  That  bears  on  it  the  letters 
“  M.B.,”  which  would  be  calculated  to  make  people  believe  he  is  a  Bachelor 
of  Medicine.  But  I  have  to  consider  whether  this  case  comes  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Act.  In  my  opinion  it  does  not.  Hewer  has  over  his 
private  house  the  announcement — “G.  Buxton  Hewer,  Consulting  Herbalist; 
advice  gratis,  all  diseases.”  When  people  visit  him  he  investigates  their 
ailments,  and  prescribes  for  them  in  his  private  house.  For  this  he  had  been 
summoned,  the  charge  being  that  he  had  violated  the  97th  Section  of  the 
Medical  Act,  1890,  which  provides  that  “  any  person  not  being  a  registered 
pharmaceutical  chemist  who  carries  on  or  attempts  to  carry  on  business  as  a 
chemist  or  druggist  or  homoeopathic  chemist  or  either  ”  should  be  guilty  of 
an  offence.  Section  72  gives  a  definition  of  a  chemist  and  druggist.  It  is 
no  doubt  really  meant  as  a  definition  of  those  persons  who  should  be  entitled 
to  carry  on  business  as  chemist  and  druggist,  but  instead  of  being  limited  to 
that  the  definition  is  applicable  to  the  words  “chemist ’’and  “druggist” 
wherever  they  occur  in  that  part  of  the  Act.  And  by  Section  72  “  chemist  ” 
or  “  druggist  ”  means  any  person  who  had  before  the  passing  of  the  Act 
carried  on  the  business  of  a  chemist  or  a  druggist  “  In  the  keeping  of  an 
open  shop  for  the  compounding  of  the  prescriptions  of  duly  qualified  medical 
practitioners,”  or  a  person  duly  registered  under  the  Act.  Reading  the 
sections  together  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  offence  for  which  Section  97 
provides  is  the  carrying  on  of  the  business  of  a  chemist  or  druggist 
in  an  open  shop,  that  is,  a  place  where  articles  usually  sold  by  chemists 
and  druggists  are  offered  for  sale  to  any  person  who  may  choose  to  come 
in.  If  the  old  Apothecaries’  Act  were  in  force  in  this  colony  it 
is  probable  it  would  meet  a  case  of  this  kind,  but  the  existence  of  that 
Act  in  England  shows  that  the  Pharmacy  Act  is  not  regarded  as  covering 
such  a  case.  I  have  had  some  doubts  as  to  whether  I  should  give  costs 
against  the  Board,  which  is  undoubtedly  endeavouring  to  perform  a  public 
duty.  But  the  defendant  has  been  wrongly  convicted,  and  though  his  con¬ 
duct  seems  calculated  to  mislead  the  public,  he  was  within  his  strict  legal 
rights  in  appealing.  The  rule  nisi  will  therefore  be  made  absolute  with  costs, 
and  the  decision  below  be  reversed,  and  the  case  dismissed  with  costs. 
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Charge  against  a  Midwife  . — At  the  Prahran  Police  Court  on 
the  28th  May  a  prosecution  instituted  by  Dr.  W.  L.  Mullen,  on  behalf  of 
the  Victorian  Branch  of  the  British  Medical  Association,  against  Lydia 
Littlefield,  of  St.  Edmund’s-road,  Prahran,  for  having,  on  the  2nd  January 
last  taken  the  title  of  certificated  midwife  without  being  registered  by  the 
Medical  Board  of  Victoria  in  accordance  with  the  medical  act.  Mr.  Ernest 
Joske,  for  the  prosecution,  explained  that  every  medical  and  surgical  title, 
from  the  highest  to  the  lowest,  obtained  elsewhere  must  be  registered  in 
Victoria.  For  the  defence  Mr.  A.  R.  Daly  produced  a  certificate  signed  by 
high  medical  authorities  in  London,  stating  that  Mrs.  Littlefield  was  a  duly 
qualified  midwife  and  entitled  to  practice  as  such.  He  also  argued  that  a 
midwife  was  not  a  medical  practitioner  and  did  not  come  within  the 
classification  of  medical  titles  requiring  registration  under  the  act.  The 
justices  (Messrs.  Gr.  Young,  Elliott,  and  Wyatt,  J.’sP.)  dismissed  the  case, 
without  costs.  The  case  came  up  on  an  order  to  review  on  the  13th  June, 
before  Mr.  Justice  Hodges,  who  decided  that  a  woman  who  calls  herself  a 
u  certificated  midwife  ”  without  being  registered  as  a  midwife  commits  no 
offence  against  the  Medical  Act,  which  makes  it  an  offence  for  anyone  to  take 
a  medical  or  surgical  title  to  which  he  has  no  claim.  His  Honor  held  that 
the  magistrates  were  right,  and  that  the  defendant  did  not  come  within  any  of 
the  classes  of  persons  mentioned  in  the  act.  The  section  included  “  prac¬ 
titioner  in  midwifery,”  but  that  did  not  meet  the  case,  because  the  defendant 
made  no  pretence  of  possessing  any  surgical  or  medical  degree  whatever.  She 
said  merely  that  she  was  a  certificated  monthly  nurse,  and  that  was  not  an 
offence  under  this  act.  The  rule  nisi  was  therefore  discharged  with  costs. 
Mr.  Pennefather  appeared  to  move  the  rule  absolute,  and  Mr.  O’Hara  Wood 
to  show  cause. 

Alleged  Breach  of  the  Medical  Act. — At  the  Fitzroy 
Court,  on  the  29th  May,  the  adjourned  proceedings  against  John  W.  Single- 
ton,  who  was  charged  with  unlawfully  pretending  to  be  a  medical  practitioner 
came  on  for  hearing.  Dr.  Mullen,  wrho  appeared  for  the  prosecu¬ 
tion,  applied  for  a  postponement  until  the  5th  of  June,  as 
Mr.  Perry,  P.M.,  could  not  attend  the  court  before  that  date. 
Mr.  J.  C.  Stewart  (Malleson,  England,  and  Stewart),  who  appeared 
for  the  defendant,  objected  to  any  further  adjournment,  and  Dr. 
Mullen  agreed  to  withdraw  the  case,  and  allow  the  defendant  £2  2s.  costs, 
which  was  accepted. 

Regina  v.  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  Victoria  Exparte 
James  Lamsey.— An  application  was  made  to  Mr.  Justice  Hood,  on 
the  30th  May  for  an  order  nisi  calling  on  the  Board  to  show  cause  why  it 
should  not  hear  and  determine  the  application  of  one,  James  Lamsey,  for 
registration. 

The  order  was  granted  on  an  affidavit  made  by  William  Lowell  Mullen, 
barrister  and  solicitor,  acting  for  James  Lamsey,  and  was  made  returnable  on 
the  15th  inst. 

Mr.  Isaacs,  who  was  to  have  appeared  for  the  Pharmacy  Board,  being 
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•engaged  on  that  day,  the  case  was,  on  the  application  of  Mr.  Pennefather, 
postponed  until  Wednesday,  the  20th  June. 

A  Chinese  u  Doctor.”  —At  the  Melbourne  District  Court,  on  the 
•31st  May,  a  Chinaman  named  Sue  Kee  was  proceeded  against,  at  the 
instance  of  the  Victorian  Branch  of  the  British  Medical  Association,  for 
illegally  using  the  title  of  “  doctor.”  Dr.  W.  L.  Mullen,  Hon.  Secretary  of 
the  Association,  who  represented  the  prosecution,  intimated  that  he  was 
instructed  to  withdraw  the  case  if  the  defendant  would  in  future*  abstain  from 
using  the  title  complained  of.  Defendant  accepted  this  condition,  and  the 
case  was  struck  out. 

Friendly  Societies  and  their  Dispensers.— An  interesting 
case  to  friendly  societies  was  heard  at  the  Carlton  Court  on  31st  May,  when 
C.  Helm  was  proceeded  against  by  H.  J.  Mau,  a  chemist,  of  Elgin-street, 
Carlton,  for  the  recovery  of  10s.  6d.,  alleged  to  be  due  for  medicines,  &c. 
The  plaintiff’s  case  was  that  defendant,  for  the  use  of  his  wife  during  her 
accouchment,  had  purchased  several  mixtures,  &c.,  from  him  to  the  value 
claimed.  Under  those  circumstances  he  was  told  that  he  would  have  to  pay 
for  the  medicines,  although  he  belonged  to  a  lodge  for  which  plaintiff 
dispensed.  The  agreement  entered  into  between  the  latter  and  the  Loyal 
Carlton  Lodge  of  the  Manchester  Unity  Independent  Order  of  Oddfellows 
did  not  exempt  him  from  supplying  medicine  to  members  in  the  case  of  the 
accouchment  of  a  wife.  The  bench  decided  that  under  the  agreement  the 
plaintiff  should  supply  the  defendant  with  medicine  free  of  cost,  and  dismissed 
the  case  with  13s.  costs. 

A  u  Specialist.” — At  the  Melbourne  District  Police  Court,  on  the 
1st  June,  before  Mr.  C.  H.  Nicolson,  P.M.,  and  a  bench  of  justices,  Robert 
Hermann,  self-styled  a  “  specialist,”  was  informed  against  for  having,  on 
May  10th,  pretended  to  be  a  medical  practitioner,  contrary  to  the  Medical 
Act.  Mr.  R.  W.  Pennefather,  instructed  by  Dr.  W.  L.  Mullen,  appeared  to 
prosecute,  and  Mr.  D.  Gaunson  defended.  After  hearing  evidence  the 
Bench  considered  the  case  proved,  and  inflicted  a  fine  of  £10,  with  £5  5s. 
costs,  recoverable  by  distress.  Stay  of  execution  was  granted  for  seven  days* 

On  the  14th  June  a  case  arising  out  of  the  above  prosecution  was  heard 
at  the  District  Court  when  Robert  Herrman,  of  41  Collins-place,  “specialist,” 
was  prosecuted  for  a  breach  of  the  Printers  and  Newspapers  Act  1890,  in 
publishing  a  paper  in  which  the  name  and  place  of  abode  of  the  printer 
thereof  was  not  printed  as  required  by  the  Act.  Mr.  Fay  appeared  for 
Charles  Gerlach,  and  iv±r.  Corr  the  defendant.  The  evidence  was  to  the 
effect  that  on  the  3rd  May  Gerlach,  who  is  in  the  employment  of  the 
Victorian  Branch  of  the  British  Medical  Association,  went  to  Herrman’s 
place  and  procure  a  pamphlet  entitled  “  Women’s  Salvation,”  which  did  not  bear 
the  imprint  of  the  publisher.  Mr.  Corr  argued  that  the  pamphlet  was  not  a 
paper  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  which  was  taken  from  an  old  Act  of 
George  III.,  dealing  with  treasonable  papers.  He  also  contended  there  was 
no  publication,  and  that  there  was  no  evidence  to  show  that  the  person  from 
whom  the  pamphlet  was  obtained  was  the  publisher.  A  fine  of  t£10,  with 
£2  2s.  costs,  was  inflicted.  Notice  of  appeal  was  given.

Alleged  Malpractice. — At  the  City  Police  Court,  on  the  4th 
June,  before  Mr.  Keogh,  P.M.,  and  a  Bench  of  justices,  two  women,  Emily 
Fitzjames  and  Anna  Sealey,  who  had  been  arrested  on  a  charge  of  attempting 
to  perform  an  illegal  operation  in  the  case  of  Alberti  Emeline  Jarret,  were 
brought  up  to  answer  the  accusation.  Mrs.  Fitzjames  was  described  as  a 
specialist,  and  Mrs.  Sealey  as  a  nurse.  After  Detective  C'awsey  had  stated 
the  particulars  of  arrest,  Mr.  S.  Lyons,  who  appeared  for  accused,  asked  for 
a  remand.  Detective  Cawsey  mentioned  that  the  young  woman  Jarrett  was 
in  a  critical  condition  and  would  not  probably  recover.  The  hearing  of  the 
case  was  then  adjourned  until  Monday,  the  18th  June.  Bail  was  allowed  in- 
two  securities  of  £75  eich,  and  the  accused  in  their  own  recognisance  of 
£150  each. 


Evasion  of  the  Medical  Act.— At  the  Ballarat  City  Police 
Court  on  the  16th  June,  Matthew  Digby  Wyatt,  described  as  the  manager 
of  a  medical  institute,  proceeded  against  Thomas  Saunders  for  the  recovery 
of  £10  17s.  6d.,  for  work  and  labour  done.  Plaintiff,  who  formerly  resided 
at  Geelong,  deposed  that  he  had  paid  the  wife  of  the  defendant  50  visits  and 
prescribed  lotion  for  an  ailment  from  which  she  suffered.  Mrs.  Saunders  had 
given  him  £2,  and  Mr.  Saunders  said  this  amount  was  quite  ample  for  his 
services.  Having  had  hospital  experince  in  India  and  other  places,  he- 
(Wyatt)  considered  he  was  qualified  to  attend  on  sick  persons,  but  in  the 
present  instance  he  had  acted  merely  as  a  nurse  and  not  as  a  doctor.  The 
Bench  were  of  opinion  that  the  claim  of  Wyatt  was  an  attempt  to  evade  the 
Medical  Act,  inasmuch  as  he  sued  for  work  and  labour  done,  whereas  he  had 
only  prescribed  lotion,  and  dismissed  the  case  with  £1  Is.  costs  to  defen¬ 
dant. 


SOUTH  AUSTRALIA. 


A  Possible  Apprenticeship  Difficulty.— The  idea  of  Mr 
Hill,  who  raised  the  question  with  regard  to  apprentices  that  was  lately 
discussed  by  the  Council,  seems  to  be,  that  since  the  Act  requires  certain 
examinations  to  be  passed  before  those  entering  pharmacy  now  can  be  legally 
chemists  and  druggists,  a  master  agreeing  to  teach  an  apprentice  the  business 
of  a  chemist  and  druggist  may  possibly  be  under  a  legal  obligation  to  supply 
all  the  knowledge  necessary  for  the  examinations.  Although  at  first  sight 
there  seems  a  likelihood  of  this  being  the  case,  yet  it  is  surely  hardly  probable 
that  a  court  would  expect  more  than  the  teaching  of  the  business  as  usually 
carried  on  practically,  except,  perhaps,  a  reasonable  amount  of  time  for  study.. 
There  has  been  a  legal  standard  of  qualification  in  Great  Britain,  with  no 
compulsory  curriculum  for  a  very  long  time,  but  has  there  arisen  any  difficulty 
of  the  kind  indicated,  except,  such  as  occurs  in  trades  having  no  fixed  stan¬ 
dard  ?  Still,  while  recognising  the  fact  that  men  of  honour  will  readily 
acknowledge  and  meet'  the  moral  claim  which  an  apprentice  may  have  upon 
them — though  there  be  no  legal  responsibility — it  will,  no  doubt,  be  as  well 
to  thoroughly  discuss  the  point,  and  if  necessary,  draw  up  a  form  of  indenture 
so  as  to  ensure  plain  sailing  to  both  contracting  parties. 
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Dull  Times  and  New  Businesses- — The  periodical  visits  of 

depression,  such  as  that  which  is  now  making  business  “  grow  fine  by  degrees 
and  (not)  beautifully  less,”  are  usually  considered  to  place  a  limit  to  progress, 
at  any  rate  temporarily  ;  to  draw  in  the  horns  of  enterprise  rather  than  to 
expand  them,  and  generally  to  “  go  slow,”  is  thought  the  correct  thing. 
Nevertheless,  in  spite  of  diminished  takings,  there  are  two  new  businesses 
about  to  open,  and  one  has  already  commenced,  Mr.  Fowler  having  opened 
it;  East  Adelaide,  and  closed  his  former  shop  in  Hurtle  Square.  Of  the 
other  shops,  one  it  is  said,  will  open  at  Norwood,  and  the  other  at  the 
corner  of  Pulteney  and  Wakefield-streets,  Adelaide. 


QUEENSLAND. 


The  Month-  — The  usual  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  and 
Society  passed  off  without  any  debatable  matters  being  raised  of  more  than 
merely  local  interest.  The  June  meeting  was  held  on  the  14th  inst. 
Business  continues  as  dull  as  ever,  no  improvement  being  reported  at  present 
either  in  town  or  country. 

Quarterly  Examinations- — The  final  examination  was  essayed 
by  one  candidate  who  unfortunately  failed  to  pass  the  necessary  standard. 
The  preliminary  examination  was  graced  by  the  presence  of  two  young  ladies 
(daughters  of  Dr.  Culpin),  from  which  it  would  appear  that  there  will  be  no 
lack  of  lady  pharmacists  in  Queensland  in  a  few  years  time. 

Mr-  T.  W-  Thomason  . — Pharmacists  will  learn  with  pleasure 
that,  acting  under  the  pressure  of  his  many  friends,'  Mr.  Thomason  has 
agreed  to  withdraw  his  resigantion  of  the  offices  he  holds  on  the  Board  and 
Society.

Pharmaceutical  Society. 

A  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  at  the  Shamrock  Hotel,  Perth,  on 
Wednesday  afternoon,  June  6th. 

Present — Mr.  R.  J.  W.  Martin  (vice-president,  in  the  chair),  Messrs. 
Maughan,  McDowell,  Carrighan,  Mounthouse,  Angel,  Parry,  and  the 
secretary,  Mr.  A.  E.  Webster. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  confirmed. 

Correspondence  was  received  from  the  Pharmacy  Board,  New  Zealand, 
enclosing  copies  of  examination  papers. 

Applications  for  membership  from  Messrs.  J.  R.  Craig,  Ezekiel  Beatty, 
Robert  J.  Stewart,  John  Shadwick,  and  Hoare. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Maughan,  seconded  by  Mr.  Parry,  Mr,  Beatty 
was  admitted  a  member.  On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Angel,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Carrighan,  Mr.  Stewart  was  admitted  a  member.  Mr.  Martin  proposed,  and 
Mr.  Maughan  seconded,  Mr.  Shadwick,  who  was  admitted  a  member.  On 
the  motion  of  Mr.  Carrighan,  seconded  by  Mr.  Angel,  the  secretary  was 
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instructed  to  write  and  inform  Messrs.  Hoare  and  Craig  that  the  rules  of  the 
Society  will  not  allow  of  the  admission  of  anyone  not  resident  in  the  colony. 

Mr.  Parry  moved  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  revise  the  rules,  and 
that  they  be  printed  and  supplied  to  members.

Most  of  the  candidates  for  legislative  honours  have  promised  their  support 
to  the  proposed  Pharmacy  Act,  both  privately  and  on  the  public  platform. 

Herr  Rassmussen  has  opened  a  branch  in  Perth,  and  is 
advertising  largely. 

Mr.  H.  C.  Armstrong,  of  Broken  Hill,  is  at  present  on  a  visit  to 
Western  Australia.  In  a  letter  dated  1st  June,  he  says  : — “  I  am  over  here 
looking  round,  and  have  enjoyed  my  trip  very  much,  but  the  place  seems 
over-run  with  chemists.”  Mr.  Armstrong  also  refers  to  the  beauty  of  the 
wild  flowers  and  their  immense  variety. 

Mr.  Harold  Grimwade,  of  Messrs.  Felton,  Grimwade  &  Co.,  Melbourne, 
was  in  Perth  last  month.  This  is  Mr.  Grimwade’s  second  visit  to  Western 
Australia. 


(from  our  special  correspondent.) 

London,  May  11th,  1894. 

I  mentioned  incidentally  in  my  last  letter  that  it  was  rumoured  that  the  new 
Budget  would  probably  add  somewhat  to  the  excise  duties.  This  rumour  has 
since  been  confirmed,  sixpence  more  per  proof  gallon  being  levied  upon  all 
spirit  when  taken  out  of  bond. 

Parliamentary  financiers,  when  arranging  these  additions  to  the  spirit 
duty,  seem  to  take  it  for  granted  that  it  is  only  the  publicans  and  the  drinking 
portion  of  the  community  that  will  be  affected  by  the  increase.  They  over¬ 
look  or  conveniently  forget  the  fact  that  something  like  3%  of  the  spirit 
entered  is  used  in  the  production  of  galenical  or  pharmaceutical  preparations. 
The  annoying  part  is  that  the  whole  burden  of  the  increase  will  fall  upon  'the 
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retail  pharmacist,  wholesale  druggists  and  manufacturing  chemists  have 
already  given  notice  of  an  advance  of  one  penny  per  lb.  upon  proof  tinctures, . 
the  chemists  it  is  argued  cannot  increase  their  prices,  and  the  Chemist  and 
Druggist ,  which  has  taken  some  trouble  to  ascertain  the  feeling  of  the  trade 
and  also  the  approximate  amount  of  spirit  annually  used  in  medicinal  pre¬ 
parations,  estimates  that  chemists  will  be  taxed  £2  per  head  specially  this 
year  to  meet  the  national  deficit. 

On  the  whole  chemists,  in  comparison  with  other  traders,  work  at  a 
distinct  disadvantage,  their  sales  are  necessarily  small,  and  within  recent  years 
their  profits  have  been  so  pruned  down  by  the  shears  of  competition  that  they,  , 
too,  have  dwindled  to  the  mere  shadows  of  their  former  selves — small  returns 
and  small  profits  cannot  but  prove  unremunerative,  and  it  is  palpably  unjust 
that  a  class  of  this  description  should  be  compelled  to  pay  a  disproportionate 
increase  of  taxation.  It  was  only  about  four  years  ago  that  a  similar  advance 
of  sixpence  per  gallon  was  laid  upon  spirit.  The  trade  could  ill  afford  the 
impost  then,  and  it  is  certain  that  on  the  whole  its  members  are  less  able  to 
bear  a  further  burden.  At  that  time  an  amendment  was  proposed  suggesting 
that  all  spirits  taken  out  of  bond  for  bona  fide  medical  purposes  should  be 
exempted  from  the  duty,  but  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  did  not  see  his 
way  to  grant  this  concession,  stating  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  the 
customs  or  the  excise  to  ear-mark  the  spirit  taken  out  of  bond  for  medical 
purposes.  On  the  Continent,  however,  I  believe  that  manufacturers  have 
certain  privileges  accorded  them,  and  it  seems  passing  strange  that  analogous 
measures  cannot  be  adopted  here. 

Rebellion  as  a  rule  does  not  take  place  until  the  yoke  becomes  unbear¬ 
able  ;  history  teaches  us  this  fact  over  and  over  again — in  all  parts  of  the 
country  a  cry  has  gone  forth  from  the  ranks  deprecating  the  unjustness  of  the 
increase  to  chemists.  Whether  or  not  it  is  considered  by  the  majority  a 
burden  too  heavy  to  be  borne  will  be  demonstrated  by  the  amount  of  energy 
it  enthuses  into  them.  Advice  is  given  them  to  at  once  co-operate  and  seek 
to  be  removed  from  the  same  category  as  the  public  caterers  of  gin,  rum,  and' 
whisky,  demanding  for  themselves  a  special  recognition  in  the  alcohol  question. 

The  memorial  stone  of  the  Livingstone  Cottage  Hospital  at  Hartford,  to- 
which,  as  no  doubt  many  of  your  readers  are  aware,  Mr.  S.  M.  Burroughs,  of 
the  firm  of  Messrs.  Burroughs,  Wellcome  and  Co.,  has  subscribed  the  liberal 
amount  of  £1,000,  was  laid  on  the  21st  ult.  by  Mr.  H.  M.  Stanley  amidst 
great  rejoicing  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  small  country  town.  The  selection 
of  Mr.  Stanley  to  lay  the  stone  was  singularly  appropriate,  as  he  was  able  to 
give  the  audience  some  interesting  data  relating  to  the  life  of  the  great  hero 
in  whose  honour  the  hospital  is  named.  The  ceremony  drew  together 
quite  a  strong  circle  of  the  medical  profession,  among  the  number  being 
Mr.  Ernest  Hart,  the  editor  of  the  British  Medical  Journal ,  who  seconded' 
the  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Stanley.  To  judge  by  the  sketch  of  the  proposed 
hospital,  we  may  anticipate  quite  a  charming  building.  It  will  contain  two 
wards  each  with  eight  beds,  and  in  addition  there  will  be  two  smaller  rooms- 
for  special  cases. 

The  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  is  this  year  going  to  bold  its

meeting  at  Oxford,  and  much  trouble  is  being  taken  by  the  local  executive, 
Messrs.  G.  C.  Druce  and  H.  Mathews,  to  ensure  an  interesting  and  agreeable 
meeting.  It  seems  a  pity  that  the  Conference  should  be  held  just  when  the 
British  Medical  Association  is  holding  its  annual  meeting  at  Bristol. 
Altogether  things  seem  strangely  out  of  joint  this  year,  the  promoter  of  the 
•  chemists’  exhibition  which  was  held  last  year  at  the  Agricultural  Hall,  London, 
and  resulted  in  a  comparative  fiasco,  is  arranging  for  another  one  to  be  held 
at  Oxford  during  the  sitting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Conference.  The  idea  is 
certainly  a  good  one,  but  I  am  afraid  his  efforts  will  be  foredoomed,  as,  as  a 
rule,  the  Conference  is  not  numerouslv  attended.  One  or  two  houses  with 
heavy  staffs  may  take  the  opportunity,  but  I  opine  (without  in  the  least 
hoping  that  my  anticipation  will  prove  correct)  that  the  majority  will  be  con¬ 
spicuous  by  their  absence.  It  goes  without  saying  that  the  important  houses 
will  as  usual  be  represented  at  the  British  Medical  Association’s  museum,  and 
will  send  their  best  men  there,  for  it  is  the  only  opportunity  there  is  during 
the  year  that  the  trade  has  for  placing  their  specialities  and  recent  introduc¬ 
tions  before  the  very  class  that  determines  their  adoption  or  rejection.  The 
meeting  really  serves  as  a  holiday  for  doctors,  and  they  are  naturally  more 
disposed  to  pay  attention  to  the  articles  then  introduced  to  them  than  when 
engrossed  with  the  multifarious  details  that  a  busy  practice  involves. 

In  view  of  the  many  accidental  deaths  and  suicides  resulting  from  the 
use  of  carbolic  acid  it  has  long  been  considered  by  those  competent  to  judge 
that  this  article  should  be  included  in  the  poisons  schedule  and  sold  only  by 
registered  Pharmaceutical  chemists.  Some  time  back  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  applied  to  the  Privy  Council  asking  to  do  this,  although  they 
have  not  yet  received  an  official  reply  it  has  been  stated  in  the  House 
of  Commons  that  the  Council  is  unable  to  accede  to  the  request  made.  It 
seems  that  by  reason  of  the  large  quantity  of  carbolic  acid  that  is  annually 
used  for  technical  and  sanitary  purposes  the  Government  does  not  seem 
inclined  to  restrict  its  sale  to  chemists  and  druggists  only.  Considering  how¬ 
ever  the  many  sad  fatalities  that  yearly  occur  it  is  inconceivable  that  they  will 
not  more  completely  protect  those  who  through  carelessness  or  design  pay  the 
penalty  of  an  agonising  death. 

A  case  which  has  been  exciting  some  little  attention  has  just  been 
decided.  I  some  time  back  mentioned  that  a  Grocery  Vendors’  Association 
was  instituting  proceedings  against  registered  chemists  for  infringements  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act.  Their  intended  victim  in  the  present  instance  was  a 
chemist  in  Leeds  who  sold  some  of  Dr.  Collis  Browne’s  chlorodyne  without 
registering  the  sale.  One  of  the  witnesses  for  the  prosecution,  an  analyst 
stated  he  made  a  partial  analysis  of  the  chlorodyne  and  had  found  in  it  *005 
per  cent,  of  pure  prussic  acid.  Mr.  Davenport,  however,  who  was  called  for 
the  defence,  stated  that  no  such  thing  as  prussic  acid  was  put  into  it.  In  de¬ 
livering  judgment  the  magistrate  found  for  the  defendant,  and  intimated  that 
the  prosecutors  should  have  had  several  bottles  analysed.  He  quite  believed 
the  evidence  of  the  manufacturer,  and  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
prosecutors  brought  no  evidence  to  prove  that  prussic  acid  had  been  put  into 
the  compound  before  the  sale.  In  this  instance  our  grocery  friends  have  the 
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worst  of  the  battle.  Matters,  however,  ought  to  be  reversed,  and  instead  of 
grocers  bringing  vexatious  charges  against  chemists,  who  act  up  to  the  law,  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  should  take  proceedings  against  grocers  who  break  it. 
You  certainly  manage  these  kind  of  things  better  in  Australia,  and  it  is 
gratifying  to  read  how  vigorously  the  Pharmacy  law  is  being  enforced  in  your 
sister  colony  Victoria.  Chemists  at  all  events  out  there  have  no  cause  of  com¬ 
plaint  against  their  Pharmaceutical  Society  on  the  score  of  inactivity. 


“THE  TANNINS  ”* — VOL.  II. 

This  is  a  most  useful  book.  It  brings  into  a  small  compass  nearly  all  it  is 
essential  to  know  of  the  tannins  of  oak  bark,  mangrove,  canaigre,  and 
■chestnut.  It  is  illustrated  with  pen  drawings  by  Mr.  Edwin  Thorpe,  a 
friend  of  the  author.  These  drawings  are  admirable  in  their  way,  but  we 
are  of  opinion  that  process  blocks  would  have  been  more  satisfactory. 

The  work  is  very  systematically  done,  the  arrangement  of  the  matter 
being  admirable.  In  Section  V.  the  author  recommends  the  hide  powder 
method  for  the  estimation  of  oak  tannins,  and  points  out  that  although  the 
results  obtained  are  higher  than  these  actually  obtained  by  the  permanganate 
method,  yet  it  determines  accurately  the  value  of  a  sample  for  tanning 
purposes.  This,  after  all,  is  what  is  required. 

The  author  concludes  as  the  result  of  his  investigation  that  the  various 
tannins  fall  into  two  groups — (a)  the  gallotannic  acid  group,  and  ( b )  the 
oak  bark  tannin  group,  pointing  out  at  the  same  time  that  there  still 
■remain  many  tannins,  the  investigation  of  which  offers  a  most  attractive  field 
to  the  chemist. 

The  index  to  the  literature  of  “  The  Tannins  ”  is  very  complete,  but,  in 
looking  through  it,  it  is  most  noticeable  how  little  has  been  done  by 
Australians  for  our  own  tannins.  If  this  work  stimulates  research  work  in 
this  direction,  one  of  our  important  natural  products,  Professor  Trimble  is  not 
only  to  be  congratulated  on  having  written  a  valuable  book,  but  in  having 
aroused  interest  in  a  very  important  economic  matter.
